But the whole rooming, previous to 
i 


tho departure of the delegates to call 
on the burgomaster, and while waiting 
for them to return, some of the men, at 
least, |had been drinking freely, and 
were then half mad with beer and an- 
ger at tho manner in which their dele- 
gation had been received by ffcrr T rock- 
enbeclc, and the remarks of Horr Kess- 
ler, as well as those of other prudent 
leaders of tlie peopje, were drowned 
under deafening cries of "Let's go to 
the castle, to tho castle; tlio emperor 
must receive us." 


The mention of the cmperor'b name 


was received with howls of derision on 
nil aides, accompanied by a perfect 
hurricane of grossly insulting remarks 
addressed to his majesty, who mu&t 
Jiavc trembled for the security of Ins 
throne had he been present. The real 
sbntiments of the 
German 
masses 


seemed, for the first time, to have ber-n 
expressed in the curses and fearful lu- 
snlts hurled by the 5,0)iO tongues at the- 
voting grandson of the great Emperor 
U'illiam. 


All the recent utterances and doings 


of the present emperor oi' Germany 
seem to have struck deep and danger- 
ous root in the hearts of the people, for 
upon this occasion,as if resolved to give 
free vent to long-pent-up feelings of in- 
dignation and wrath, the workmen, 
tho socialists and their sympathizers, 
recalled and jeered at everything re- 
cently credited to their monarch. 


The utterances 
at 
Itrandcuburg, 


about causing everybody in Germany 
who did not support him to shake tho 
dust of Germany from their feet was 
particularly 
referred to with deep 


curses, as was tlie other and similar re- 
marks, credited to bit* majesty, to the 
effect that he would "grind to powder 
those who opposed him." Hell seemed 
to have brolcen loose among those men. 
The counsels of their most admired 
leaders seem not to have had the slight- 
est effect upon them. Their blood was 
stirred up to a boiling-over pitch and 
they wero resolved, coute quix eoutc, 
lo march upon the emperor'^ palace. 
And they did BO. 


Shouting and yelling, "To the cas- 


tle." and loudly ship-ing "La Marseil- 
laise," they mnilo their way through 
tho streets lo the Unter den Linden, 
cheered on by encouraging cries from 
the tcn.s upon tens of thousands who 
had heard of the disturbances and who 
wore evidently almost to a man in 
svmpathy with the rioters 


In the- meanwhile the police had not 


been idle 
As IFcrr Kessler had inti- 


mated, even before the rioters started 
for the castle, Lho police had been at 
work among them. In opposition to the 
calmness of the more level headed of 
the leaders there had been hold a num- 
ber of heated addresses by socialist 
and other agitators who urged tho men 
who attended the meeting at the brew- 
ery to strike a blow for their liberties 
nud to march to the castle gates and 
stay there until the emperor had prom- 
ised to redress the grievances they 
complained of, and almost tmkuownto 
the rioters, three of the jnost pro- 
nounced speakers were quietly and 
deftly arrested on the charge of leze 
majesty. 


H i'j now estimated that fully 0,000 


persons marched through the Unter 
den Linden and almost to the castle 
gates, the "Marseillaise" roaring1 its 
echoes into the sacred apartments of 
,he cm aero r, 
At that stage of tho riot 


uany people believed that a revolution 
lad broken out in Berlin, and the wild- 
est rumors concerning the move mo nt 
spread on nil sides. The officers in 
command of the different corps of gar- 
•ison were communicated with 
by 


•nounted orderlies and bjr ivire, and 
meh was the excitment and prepara- 
,ion for some time that one would 
lave fancied that the people of Berlin 
were rising against tho emperor and 
us government. From every available 
quarter detachments of police were 
mrriedJ.y sent for, arriving afc the pal- 
ace on tlie u'ot and completely armed. 


Jly this time the rioters had reached 
\ point outside of the castle gates and 
-hero they halted, sang tho "Marsail- 


" in thundering tones and wildly 


shouted for the emperor to appear. 


So soon ;LS the force of police on the 


spot had been sufficiently reinforced a 
charge upon tho rioter*, wan ordered 
and then began a,series of most desper- 
ate hand-to-hand lights ever witnessed 
in the street's oC Berlin 
The police, it 


was evident, had received strict orders 
to avoid bloodshed, but they hit right 
and left with tho llat of their swords, 
pounded away with the sticks of their 
rilles, and hammered at the rioters 


th baton. Dining the melees, the 


police made about 100 arrests, but each 
arrest -seemed to be the signal for an 
attempt nt resnee upon the part of the 
mob, and, in some eases they tore their 
comrades from the gi"if*p of the police 
and carricd'Lhem away in triumph. 


While- this battle was being fought 


almost beneath I lie castle windows, 
Emperor William of Germany, pale 
and looking1 like a man just recovering 
from a save re attack 
of 
sickness, 


watching1 Iiih subjects strug-gOing vrith 
the men they had termed his "butch- 
ers," their only crime being that they 
desired to appeal to their monarch for 
justice, v. hieh they claim they were. 
unable to obtain elsewhere. When the 
presence of the emperor at tiic window 
became- known (he .stood at a large 
window on tho first story] there arose 
such a howl, mingled with cheers, that 
it must have caused him a very un- 
comiortabU; feeling. 
But, by lifting 


his hand he could have put a atop to all 
the rioting, uiul by addressing a few 
Ciilming words to tho mob, promising 
to investigate their complaints, he could 
have sent them home satisfied; but he 
aid not do it, and the buttle between 
the police and the dissatisfied workmen 
continued. 


The police had, during the fight, con- 


tinually been receiving reinforcements, 
and it was lucky for them that such 
was the cme, for when they first came 
in contact with the men the latter 
fought SJ desperately that the poliee 
were driven back, and H began to look 
as if the gunids at the castle would bo 


ompeled to fire upon the mob. These 
einforcemenU, howsver, enabled the 
aolice to beat back the rioters, who ro- 
roated into the eastern, quarters, at- 
acldng stray bodies of police en route, 
'outing quite a number oJ them and 
ighting- desperately with the author!- 
ies at every opportunity. 
Though it is said that no more than. 
,000 were gathered about the statue of 
Frederick the Great, when tlie l*Mar- 
eillaise" startled the people of the 
neighborhood, it is estimated that fully 


0,000 people took part in one way and 
another in tlie dotiug, Men were not 
ilone in resisting the charges of the 
>oliee—women, and even children, took 
mrl in the fray with as much despera- 
ion 
as the husbands, fathers and 


brothers, and ns a result a number of 
7omen are now locked up in the same 
lepota as the male rioters. 


The exact number of prisoners made 


,ud people injured is not known, but a 
ourrh estimate has it that about 100 
>er&ons were captured and that quite 
00 more were .severely injured. In ad- 
lition, some 200 or 300 other persons 
must have received injuries more or 
ess serious, of which it is impossible 
o obtain any record. 
The rioting wns not ended by the re- 


mise of the working-men who went to 
attack the aHe schloss or ancient pal- 
ice of Hohenflolleru. 


Tlie first appearance of the hungry 


.housundb was a surprise to the people 
generally, as it was to the police, but 
as the news flew from street to street 
n tho quarters where the working-men 
most congregated, it was like an elee- 
iric tin-ill to the popular nerve. The 
juict Germans teemed to loso their 
ipativy and to bo fired with the spirit 
jf '48, when their fathers on that 
nemoruble March day paraded before 
.ho same palace with the people's 
lead, while Iviug Frederick William 
V stood a bareheaded witness of the 
jhastly review. Not sinco that brief 
•eign of the people lias Berlin wit- 
icssed such a scene as that of y ester- 
lay. 
Tho thon sands of unemployed 


fathered in the streets and practically 
ame from all quarters. Men rushed 
orth from their homes followed by 
vives and children beseeching them 
not to ri.slc their lives. In some in- 
tanc*-s, however, women incited and 
urged on their husbands, and on Weis- 
enberg'er strasse, a tall woman was 
ecu, good looking1, and of strong Ger- 
nan build, loudly denouncing the au- 
horities and demanding that her hcar- 
rs at once proceed to obtain by vio- 
cncc the food they were not permitted 
.o earn. 


As darkness came on the mob in- 
rcased in numbers and grew more 
ang-erous in temper. 
The various 


mnds must have numbered several 
honsands. 
They had no organized 


cadership, but they held virtual pos- 
ession of tlie eastern quarters of Bor- 
ic, and especially of Frankfurter and 
Veisscnberger streets.

A. Troubled '.Conscience Brings an 


Awful Crime to Light 


WOMAN MURDERED FOR HER MOSEY 


And Secretly Buried at Night by Mem- 


bers of Her Family—The Partici- 


pants in the Crime all Known 


and Located, 


CLAYTON, Mo., 
Feb. 
2ft,—A 
man 


whose name is withheld has made a 
strange confession to Prosecuting At- 
torney Mndd, of this county. Ills story 
is as follows: 


"About twelve yeara ngo there re- 


sided in Webster Groves a family, 
which, to all outward appearances, 
lived happily together. They enjoyed 
considerable prominence in the com- 
munity and were highly respected by 
all. 
They lived up to or above tlie 


standard of the society, and it was 
known that the woman held the prop- 
erty from which an income was de- 
rived. When she was missed from so- 
ciety, and inquiries were made con- 
cerning her whereabouts, the other 
members of the family stated that she 
had gone to California for the benefit 
of her health. 
After a time the an- 


nouncement was made that she had 
died in California. The story concern- 
ing: her death was believed by the peo- 
ple and no more inquiries were made 
about it. After the reported death of 
the woman what they claimed to be 
her will was found, and her property 
was divided as provided for iu it. 


"The truth is: The woman did not 


go to California, 
yiie was killed with 


poison, which was sent out from the 
city for the purpose, and her remains 
were buried near fie house, and after- 
wards the spot was covered with a bed 
of roEC bushes. 
When the ground 


sank, leaving the shape of tlie hole 
visible, it was filled up. f can, and 
will, point out the spot where the re- 
mains of the woman were buried. 


"The family left Webster Groves and 


went to St. Louis, wiiore they reside at 
present, and I suppose they ara happy, 
unless lhc> arc troubled in mind us I 
linve been." 


Mr. Mudd said he had sufficient con-

niog, outlining the history, origin and 
theories

the .artificial 
rainfall 


idea, and gives in narrative form a de- 
railed account of the various experi- 
ments conducted, the results of which 
nave been published in tho 
news- 


papers 
In addition to the reports of 


>he chiefs of the several experimental 
parties, tho report contains a state- 
ment from Eugene KiurchUd, a mem- 
ber of the party, in which lie says; 
"The expedition has completed ite 
work for the season and .the question 
,s asked; 'Have the experiments been 
successful'?" As a member of the ex- 
pedition I am convinced that the ex- 
periments have been entirely success- 
ful, and furthermore that the schema 
ia practicable; 
the cost being very 


small as compared with the benefit 
gained. 
A tax of a few cents per aero 


would cover the expense of operations 
extending over the entire dr.y season," 


Opinions given by spectators arc also 


included in the report One of these, 
Dr Taylor, says; "I consider the ex- 
p•• "mi'iit highly successful and sin- 


gly hope that further experiments 


mny bo tried in 
this region (San 


Dieg-a.)" 


Gen. Dy re* n forth sums up as follows: 
*lTho experiments which have been 


made do not furnish sufficient data 
from which to form dfnnite conclusions 
or evidence on which to uphold or con- 
demn the theories of the artificial 
production of rainfall by concussion. 
Experiments extending over a period of 
only a few months can scarcely be suf- 
ficient; it ia only by a large number of 
tests that definite conclusions can be 
reached; and if then it be ascertained 
to be a certainty that rainfall will be 
induced by explosions, that Buch pro- 
duction of rainfall be reduced to an art 
so as to effect precipitation at a pre- 
determined place. What has been done 
so far is altogether preliminary; but 
with the benefit of the experience 
gained, I hope the subject will be pur- 
sued. At the risk of beinjf tiresome, I 
have embodied in my report the min- 
utest details in order that others who 
may follow me in this line of inquiry 
may be fully advised as to what has 
preceded. It may be said, however, 
that the three principal tests which 
have been made, namely, at the l'C"

Third. That under the most favora- 


ble conditions for precipitation, condl 
tions which need never be taken in 


operations to produce rain, storm con- 
ditions may be generated and rain be 
induced; there being, however, a waste- 
iul expenditure of both time and ma- 
terial in overcoming unfavorable con- 
ditions."
